Jt was ttahslated by the giit and 
power of God. ty an unlearned man, thréigh 
the, aid of a pair of Interpreters, or ‘epeeiz- 
cles—(knov n, perhajs, in ancient cays as 
Te:ap! im, or Crim and Thummim) and while 
it uniclds the histcry of the frat inhebitarite 
that setiled this continent, it, at the same 
time, brings a onencss to scripture, Eke the 
days of the apostles; and opens and explains 
the prophecies, that a child may urderstand 
the meaning of many of them: and sbows how 
the Lord will gather his saints, even the 
children of Israel, that have been scattered 
over the face of ithe earth, more than two 
thouscnd years, in these last days, to the 
place cfihe name of the Lord of hosts, the 
mount Zion. 
It nay be well to state, that the people of 
God, in ancient days, according tp ſlie ac- 
counts of men, kept their saered recerds on 
plates of gold, and these of lees const qutnee 
on plates of brass, copper, wood, &c. ste 
Jahn’s biblical ‘archeology, Josephus, ard 
others. These plates were generally made 
from the sixteenth to the thirty-secohd’ part
